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New Jail Could Wreck County Budget 


In recent weeks the Coffee County 
Commission has accepted the fact that it 
must build a new county jail, and the 
site most agreed on is New Brockton. 
The problem of financing the multi- 
million dollar facility has been dis- 


cussed at length, and a method of 
financing has also been agreed on. 
However, the solution may all but shut 
down county services. 

The commission has stated it will 
use monies in the Road and Bridge

Fund for the major portion of the 
expense and cut out appropriations te 
various agencies to make up the differ- 
ence. Both sources will cause problems 
to county government. The Road and 
Bridge Fund receives money from a 3'A 


mills on property tax, and the fund is 
the only one in the county not ear- 
marked for a specific use in any way. 
The name of the fund is misleading, as 
no money has to be spent on roads or 
bridges, and in recent years the fund 


has been used more as a rainy day fund 
to help balance other funds in the 
county. 

For the past several years, a portion 
of the Road and Bridge Fund has been 
used to help finance the sheriff's

The Elba City Council met 
Monday evening with all members 
present except Councilman Ray Tram- 
mell. The meeting began at 6 p.m. and 
was adjourned before 7. 

Police Chief Dick Reeves presented 
the council with the first of a requested 
~monthly breakdown of police depart- 
ment activities. The multi-paged report 
classified every activity investigated by 
the officers and gave a disposition 
(warrant signed, arrest made, com- 
plaint dismissed, etc.). Councilman 
Sonny Inman described it as very 
comprehensive and commended the 
chief on the report. He noted that now 
councilmen could tell citizens exactly 
what the police department was doing 
throughout the month. 

A resolution commending school 
board member Doug Martin for ten 
years of dedication was presented to the 


seep: council: and unanimously approved.

County Women Urged To Participate 
in Upcoming Handgun Safety Course 


The Coffee County Sheriff's Dept. 
will sponsor a handgun safety course for 
women on Friday and Saturday, May 21 
and 22, with a-total of nine hours of 
classroom and actual firing range to be 
included. 

*‘Not a week goes by that somebody 
doesn’t call on the telephone and ask 
‘about getting a pistol for his wife,’’ 
stated Sheriff Brice Paul, ‘‘and several 
hundred women in the county already 
have pistol permits. The number of 
women in the county with access to 
handguns increases almost daily, and 
we must teach them how to handle the 
gun safely before a tragic accident 


occurs. This is why we decided to hold 
the course.”” 

The course will consist of four hours 
of classroom’ instruction, which will 
include lessons on how to handle a gun 
safely, home safety, proper grip, proper 
sight alignment and how to fire the 
weapon. On Saturday, a five-hour 
course in the practical use of the 
handgun will be held. This program will 
consist of a live firing exercise at which 
the women will actually shoot their own 
handgun under expert supervision. 


Conducting the course will be Tony 
and Eloise Stough, both of whom are

certified and trained at the National 
Riflemen’s Association. Stough is the 
director of the Law Enforcement Train- 
ing Division at the University of Ala- 
bama Police Academy, while Mrs. 
Stough is employed with the Tuscaloosa 
County Sheriff's Dept., and recently 
attended the FBI Training Academy. 
Both have been active in teaching 
firearm training for the past ten years 
with the State Folice Academy. 

Any woman age 21 or over who is 
interested in taking the course should 
contact the Sheriff's Department at 
897-S012 after May 1 to pick up an 
application. A $15 registration fee will 
be charged, and to register a woman 
must have a valid pistol permit. The 
course wiil be limited to the first 24 
women to pay the registration fee. 


Commission 
Settles Out 
Of Court 


An out of court settlement announ- 
ced only hours before a Wednesday, 
May S, court hearing with Circuit Judge 
Arthur Gamble has resulted in the 
dismissal of a suit seeking to force the 
Coffee County Commission to construct 
a jail in Enterprise. 

The suit was filed over a year ago, 
and at that time an antiquated statute 
required a jail be located where court is 
held at least six months of the year. 
Numerous hearings were held concern- 
ing the suit with the commission finally 
opting to change the law which required 
the presence of the jail. The new law 
was enacted this spring and all but 
killed the purpose of the suit. The 
commission had already filed a motion 
for dismissal in the case and a favorable 
ruling was expected at Wednesday's 
hearing. However, a last minute settle- 
ment left no need for the hearing, as 
both sides agreed to the dismissal of the 
suit. 

In the settlement, the county agreed 
to pay a reasonable attorney's fee 
($4,000) and the plaintiff agreed to drop 
all action. 
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Mayor Bob English stated that the 
actual resolution in display form would 
be presented to Martin on behalf of the 
council at the appropriate time. 

A replacement for Martin on the city 
school board was discussed when 
English noted that Martin's term was 
expiring next month. English also 
explained to those present that council 
members had expressed a desire to 
name a person to the board who did not 
have a family member as an employee 
of the school, not so much that they 
would show partiality to the family 
member, but the feeling of the em- 
ployee’s peers that they were getting 
favored treatment. Also, he said the 
council wanted to name board members 
who had school age children or children 
soon to be school age. 

English also explained that Alabama 
law requires that city board members 
live in the city limits. He said, ‘‘We 
have discussed at least one very good 
prospect for the office who was disqua- 
lified because he lived out of the city 
limits, even though his children attend 
the Elba schools. 

Councilman Wayland Sharpless ex- 
pressed an opinion that anyone within 
the school district should be eligible to 
serve, and the law should be changed to 
read accordingly. He asked Engish to 
check and determine if that could be 
done. 

Following that discussion, Sharpless 
made a motion that Butch Oggs be 
appointed to the school board for a five 
year term, This was seconded by 
Coancilman Cleo Hawkins and passed 
unanimously, 

Mickey Murdock was appointed to 
the Elba Industrial Board on a motion 
by Councilman Charles Kennett. The 
appointment was to fill the unexpired 
ternr of Elizabeth Hornsby, who recent-

ly moved away. 

Karen Grider, a student at Elba 
High School, addressed the council on 
behalf of the students who participated 
in National Leadership Day at City Hall 
recently. She expressed, on behalf of 
the group, appreciation for the efforts of 
the city officials and confidence in their 
abilities to lead Elba. Also, she gave 
council members a copy of several 
suggestions for improvements to the 
community. They included sdditional 
4-way stops on the square; hand rails 
for senior citizens on the West and 
South sides of the square; additional 
entertainment for the local citizens, etc. 

The proposal to increase the rent on 
the American Legion was again dis- 
cussed. At the last meeting, Legion 
leaders had requested an increase in the 
$100 a year payment. It was pointed out 
that the city is presently spending 
$2,400 a year on insurance, main- 
tenance, and utilities at the facility and 
Mayor English said, ‘‘In view of this, I 
don't recommend any more money." 

Sharpless then asked for an update 
on the senior citizens’ lunch program in 
operation at the facility and was told by 
English that Elba was serving 125 
different people on the average each 
week, and that this was the lowest 
number in the entire Southeast Ala- 
bama Regional Planning Commission 
area. He said several problems 
contributed to this and probably the 
location of the facility contributed to this 
low turnout. 

Mr. and Mrs. James Blair addressed 
the council and stated they were 
grateful for the co-operation they re- 
ceived from the city council in Elba. 
They noted they had a problem, and due 
to the city’s help it was being corrected. 
The problem they mentioned was a 
sewer line stopped up under the street 
and backing sewage into their Sunset 
Boulevard home. Mrs. Blair said that 
coming from the North, she knew a 
politician who said the problem would 
be handled really meant you would 
never see him again. Yet in Elba, the 
same statement meant the problem 
would truly be handled, and she was 
grateful. 

Bills totaling $11,121.19 were ar- 
proved for payment. They included 
$5,000 for gasoline; $1,000 for plant mix 
to patch streets; and $1,000 insurance 
payments. 

English reported that work was 
underway on mowing the right-of-ways 
on the main roads coming into town and 
other city street right-of-ways would be 
mowed as others were finished. He also 
said vacant lots would be cut when 
owners refused to do it themselves, and 
in accordance with city ordinances, the 
owner would be billed for the work. 


Hospital Board 
Holds Meeting With 
Potential Buyer 


The Elba Hospital Board met Friday 
at 11 a.m. with an investor interested in 
purchasing the hospital and nursing 
home. The meeting Friday was the first 
time either party had seen the other, 
and as Richard Brockman, representing 
the group of doctors said, ‘‘We just 
wanted you to see that we have only 
four horns on our head.”’ 

Brockman asked the Board for 
permission to review the hospital books 
and talk with the auditing firm about the 
hospital’s finances. When he was given 
permission to do this, Brockman said he 
would return to the Board within two 
weeks with a firm offer to lease or buy 
the facility. He indicated it would 
probably be better for all concerned if 
his group leased the facility, but he 
would know for sure within two weeks. 
He also said one of the doctors would 
come to Elba and meet with the local 
medical staff to insure they were 
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agreeable to any change of ownership 
from the city to a private firm. 

He also said they would bring in 
additional doctors if they worked out a 
long term agreement on the facility. 

Chairman Drexel Cook explained to 
Brockman and his brokers that they 
were not trying to sell the hospital, but 
were respectfully listening to a pro- 
posal. He said that the entire board was 
made up of business people, and they 
had enough business sense to keep an 
open mind, but didn’t want Brockman 
to get the impression that they wanted 
to, would, or could sell the facility. 

Cook said he felt the Board was 
listening to the proposal because they 
were interested in the long term health 
benefits to the people of the community. 
He noted that that was the main 
objective of the board and any decision 
they made would be based on that factor 
and that factor alone.

department, which is financed primarily 
through revenue sharing money. If the 
Road and Bridge Fund is used, it will 
wipe out the fund to the point that the 
general fund would have to support the 
sheriff's department, and all appropri- 
ations would cease. The appropriations 
cut would include Pensions and 
Security--$750, Board of Education-- 
$2,000, Human Resource--$5,300, R.C. 
& D.--$300, Southeast Mental Health-- 
$4,250, Youth Services--$9,500, Soil 
Conservation--$9,000, Vivian B. Adams 
School -- $1,000, Crosstrails Library-- 
$10,681, Forestry--$17,120, Extension 
Service -- $28,392, and Health De- 
partment--$16,728. 

The sudden loss in Road and Bridge 
Funds would also affect the actual 
salary of the commission, as a portion of 
the salary is covered by money in the 
general fund, which came from Road 
and Bridge. 

According to one county official, if 
the Road and Bridge Fund is used for 
financing a new jail, it would result in 
personnel cutbacks, services cutback 
and the stoppage of all unnecessary 
activity. Even with the new source of 
income being funnelled toward the jail, 
it would fail short of actual funds 
needed, leaving the commission with a 
new question--where to get additional! 
funds. 

The most probable solution, 
although it has not been discussed, 
would be to up property tax millage 
to meet the need. This solution was 
thought to be illegal, due to a ceiling on 
raising the millage, but sources now 
report the commission may indeed up 
the millage. 

The jail will be a topic of dis- 
cussion at the next commission meeting 
on Monday, May 10, and the problem of 
financing will no doubt surface.

AMDRO 

There is a new fire ant 
bait on the market called 
Amdro. This material gives 
a fairly quick kill on fire ants 
and generally it will take 
them a few months to come 
back. Amdro does not have 
any residual effect which 
means that in a few weeks or 
months the fire ants will be 
back with you. 

Amdro is an_ effective 
material, but it is very ex- 
pensive. It costs about $10 a 
pound. If you could get some 


of this and use it and be rid of 


the ants permanently, it 
would be a beautiful mater- 
ial. However, this is not the 
case. 

There are other materials 
on the market such as Dia- 
zinon granules, liquid 
Diazinon and other fire ant 
baits which do not work as 
quickly but are effective. 
Keep some fresh material 
and use it around your home 
when needed. Amdro is 


being highly advertised at 
the present time. The adver- 
lisings gives the impression 
that you will be rid of fire 
ants forever if you use it. J 
just don’t want any of our 
folks to be misled into think- 
inv that a small miracle has 
happened 
CAUTION 
Last year Coffee 
County planted 43,000 acres 
of soybeans with an average 
of 25 bushels per acre. The 
year before (the dry year) we 
planted 41,000 acres with a 
12 bushels per acre average. 
We will probably plant 
somewhere between 35,000 
and 50,000 acres this year 
depending on what the price 
does. In recent days the 
price has trended up. Several 
growers have told me if they 
can contract them for about 
$7 a bushel, they will go 
ahead and plant some. 
One word of caution 
about varieties of soybeans 
and herbicides: The varie- 


ties Coker 156 and Tracy 
which may be planted in this 
area are very sensitive to 
Sencor and Lexone. If you 
plant either one of these two 
varieties do not use these 
herbicides beeause of the 
sensitivity of the beans. All 
soybeans are sensitive to 
these two herbicides to a 
dexree. So follow directions 
carcfully when you use these 
uvo exeellent herbicides.

Change your lures for best catches 


The changes which some 
lures endure in the hands of 
many fishermen may make 
their manufacturers shud- 
der. 

All sorts of strange things 
zan happen from the time a 
beautifully designed and 
packaged plug or spoon 
crosses the tackle counter 
until it begins catching fish. 

The fact remains, certain 
modifications often occur, 
improving effectiveness. The 
results indicate unorthodox 
tactics might be worth con- 
sidering, according to fishing 
pros. 

For instance, a most 
effective floating and shal- 
low-running lure made of 
balsa can be weighted to. 
plumb the depths. With a 
sinker tied about two feet 
ahead, it'll swim in tanta- 
lizing fashion down drop-offs 
and along the bottom where 
fish usually lie. 

To capitalize on this 
approach, special sinker de- 


vices are sold which perform 
this function. But most result 
in a lost lure when hung up 


on the bottom. A home- 
concocted rig using a three- 
way swivel with lighter 


weight monofilament tied to 
a walker or pencil sinker will 
break off first and free the 
lure. 

For white bass, try a 
white -bucktail fly about 18 
inches behind a spoon or 
sinking lure. Or, add some 
split shot to the trailer when 
attached to a surface 
chugger. Tandem combina- 
tions can be deadly on most 
other species as well, 

Plastic lips on divers can 
be slightly reshaped with a 
bit of sandpaper to change 
their direction or mode of 
travel. Adding feathered or 
rubber skirts to hooks often 
can transform a_non-per- 
former into a star.
